Kams said 
Regionalization can save 
money by cutting down on 
unnecessary dupliculcd services 
provided by separate police 
forces, aicording to Stale 
Representative John H Broujos. 
chairman of the boroughs 
subcommittee of the Mouse Local 
Government Committee 

By regionalizing forces, local 
governments can consolidate the 
costs of training, wages, 
vehicles, equipment, insurance, 
and overhead, according to a 
Broujos news release last July 
In die release, Urouios lauded 
the nearby. 17-year-old Northern 
York Regional Police Force as "a 
model of professionalism and 
competency 

"It is a sound and economical 
concept, 1 the representative 
concluded. 

Broujos based these 
conclusions on a 21 page report 
entitled. "The Regional Police 
Force in Pennsylvania 
Maintaining Municipal Conirol 
Over a Regional Entity The 
reported, sponsored by Broujos.

According io the report, the 
advantages of police 
consolidation arc as follows 
•Efficient diMhhuiton and 
deployment of police personnel 
Improved police managemenl 
and su|>ervli»on 

-Uniformity of police 
enforcement. 

■Coordination of law 
enforcement services 

Improvement in personnel 
inunlng and efficiency 

•Cost reduction by sharing 
services and operating with fewer 
officers, vehicles and equipment 
Improved communications 
which can lend io easier 
coordination of activities during 
an emergency 

Removal of politics from the 
police department. 

Tile report also listed the 
following disadvantages of police 
consolidation. 

-l-oss of citizen contact. 

-Loss or local services such as 
Hag raising, running errands ior 
local officials, and collecting 
money from parking meters 
Loss of local control. A 
special hoard or commission 
operates the police agency 
•Loss of the desire for local 
self-government 

According to the report, the 
last "disadvantage" listed is 
perhaps the greatest barrier to 
police consolidation 

"It is not always easy to 
convince citizens that regional 
police forces arc self-governing, 
and thal taking the community's 
name off their police cars, 
changing the location of the 
police headquarters, or changing 
the telephone numbers do not 
make the police units alien or 
unresponsive to the communities 
they serve, 11 the rcpon staled 
Opponents of regionalization 
have maintained that regional 
police forces arc less likely to 
enforce local ordinances and deal 
with nuisances such as barking 
dogs and abandoned cars, 
according to the report

sentenced recently in York County Court by Judge Erb to a 5-10 year 
prison term 

Wolfe was arrested last May 5lh for sexually molesting his 
neighbor’s child. Police were summoned to die residence by die girl, 
after Wolfe chased her into the bathroom of her home, forced open 
the door with a knife and attempted lo rape her 

According to Dillsburg Police Detective Joe LaPorta. the rape 
attempt was thw sited by a knock on the door. 

The next dav. the girt, then 17 years old, called Dillsburg Police 
and tokJ them of the 14 years of rape and sexual aaaull on her by her 
neighbor, Wolfe 

Wolfe was sent to Camp Hill Stale Prison on the 30th of April 
where he is serving 5-10 years for involuntary deviant sexual 
intercourse. 5 10 years for rape, 1-2 years for statutory rape. 6-13 
months for indecent astuh and 2 -12 months for defiant tresspass All 
sentences are io run concurrent! > 

Similar charges against ihe girl 1 * father were dropped because ihe 
victim refused io testify The girl's mother had been charged by 
Dillsburg Police wiih endangering the welfare of a child Those 
charges were dropped by Duma Magistrate Paul Wallers.

Wcllsville Fire Chief Michael Gasswir 
said Ms. Fetrow had told rescuers he 
boyfriend. John W,| ey of Chestnut Street 
Wcllsville was still m the submerged cai 
prompting a search for his body in ihi 
murkey waters.
